Minister  of  Lands  j  W  49  of  the  “  Water  Act, 

and  Forests.  [  1939,”  it  is  provided  that 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may  in¬ 
corporate  a  tract  of  land  and  the  owners 
thereof  into  an  improvement  district: 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  by  Order  in  Council  made  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  said  Act  been  pleased  to  order 
that  the  tract  of  land  hereinafter  described 
and  the  owners  thereof  be  incorporated  into 
an  improvement  district  under  the  said  Act 
and  has  made  further  provision  to  the  tenor 
and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim:  — 

1.  The  tract  of  land  comprising  all  the  lots 
shown  on  Registered  Plan  818,  excepting  Lot 
26,  Nelson  Land  Registration  District,  being  a 
subdivision  of  Lot  7167  and  Sub-lot  8  of  Lot 
4598,  Kootenay  District,  and  all  resubdivisions 
thereof,  and  the  owners  of  land  therein  are  in¬ 
corporated  into  an  improvement  district  under 
the  “  Water  Act,  1939,”  and  subject  to  the  pi’o- 
visions  thereof  and  to  the  conditions  herein¬ 
after  contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be 
known  as  the  “  Blueberry  Creek  Irrigation 
District.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  shall  be  the  storage,  diversion,  carriage, 
measurement,  and  distribution  of  water  and  the 
drainage  of  land  and  the  acquisition,  main¬ 
tenance,  and  operation  of  irrigation-works, 
works  for  waterworks  purpose,  and  such 
other  works  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by 
contract  or  otherwise,  and  all  things  incidental 
to  any  of  the  foregoing. 

4.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said 
improvement  district. 

5.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first 
election  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens 
who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and 
are  entitled  to  be  registered  as  voters  under  the 
“  Provincial  Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners 
of  land  in  the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore  de¬ 
scribed,  and  the  persons  qualified  to  be  can¬ 
didates  at  the  said  election  shall  be  the  per¬ 
sons  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  their 
wives  and  husbands. 

6.  Harry  Stickley,  of  Blueberry  Creek,  B.C., 
shall  be  Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election 
of  Trustees.  He  shall  call  a  general  meeting 
of  the  persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid 
to  vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  before 
the  date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  in  a  con¬ 
spicuous  place*  at  the  post-office  at  Blueberry 


Creek,  B.C.,  a  notice  signed  by  him  giving  the 
date  time,  and  place  of  holding  the  said  meet¬ 
ing.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  be  chairman 
of  the  said  meeting,  and  subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  clause  5  he  shall  have  power  to 
determine  whether  or  not  any  person  who  de¬ 
sires  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so.  He  shall 
have  power  to  determine  the  procedure  to  be 
followed  at  the  said  meeting  and  the  method 
of  taking  the  votes.  Each  qualified  voter  shall 
be  entitled  to  cast  one  vote  for  each  of  three 
candidates.  In  case  of  a  tied  vote  the  Re¬ 
turning  Officer  shall  have  a  casting-vote, 
whether  qualified  as  aforesaid  or  not.  The 
Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the  result  of 
the  election  and  shall  advise  the  Comptroller 
of  Water  Rights  of  the  said  result. 

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for 
whom  the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at 
the  general  meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause 
6  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1950,  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  second  greatest  number  of  votes  is 
cast  shah  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1949,  and  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  third  greatest  number  of  votes  is 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1948,  but  should  there  be  nominated 
no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Trustee,  or  should  any  two  candidates  receive 
an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall  declare 
which  of  the  candidates  are  elected  and  which 
shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second,  and 
the  third  succeeding  annual  general  meetings 
respectively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall 
be  held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the 
improvement  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  to 
be  held  between  January  15th  and  April  15th 
in  each  year,  except  1947,  for  the  following- 
purposes  : — 

(a.)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report 
on  condition  of  the  property  of  the  im¬ 
provement  district  and  a  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district:

(c.)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year: 

(d.)  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one 
whose  term  of  office  expires  coincident 
with  the  holding  of  such  annual  gen- 
eial  meeting,  and  to  elect  a  Trustee  or 
Trustees  to  fill  any  other  vacancy  or 
vacancies  that  has  or  have  occurred 
or  is  or  are  about  to  occur  among  the 
Trustees : 

( e .)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  owners 
any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a  gen¬ 
eral  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  a  notice  posted  up  in 
a  conspicuous  place  at  the  post-office  at  Blue¬ 
berry  Creek,  B.C.

respect  of  the  land  held  by  him  or  her  or  by 
his  wife  or  her  husband  any  taxes,  tolls,  or 
other  charges  other  than  those  levied,  fixed,  or 
charged  by  the  Trustees  within  one  year  of 
the  date  of  the  meeting.  In  the  event  of  the 
right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  general 
meeting  being  challenged,  the  chairman  shall

“  MOTOR-VEHICLE  ACT.” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  the 
regulations  made  pursuant  to  the  “  Motor- 
vehicle  Act,”  being  chapter  50  of  the  Statutes 
of  British  Columbia,  1935,  by  Order  in  Council 
No.  458,  approved  April  12th,  1935,  and  sub¬ 
sequently  amended  from  time  to  time,  be  fur¬ 
ther  amended  as  follows: — 

(1.)  By  striking  out  clause  (a)  of  Regulation 
3,  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 
“(a.)  For  and  in  respect  of  the  licence-year 
ending  on  the  29th  day  of  February, 
1948,  there  shall  be  issued  by  the 
Superintendent  for  any  motor-vehicle 
in  respect  of  which  a  licence  is  issued 
pursuant  to  section  4  of  the  Act,  only 
one  number-plate,  and  the  display  of 
such  single  numbei'-plate  in  the  man¬ 
ner  hereinafter  prescribed  shall  be  a 
sufficient  compliance  for  all  purpose 
with  every  provision  of  the  Act  re¬ 
quiring  the  display  of  two  number¬ 
plates,  and  every  reference  in  the  Act 
to  two  number-plates,  mentioned  in 
section  4,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
reference  to  one  number-plate ;  and 
the  same  provisions  shall  be  appli¬ 
cable  in  respect  of  demonstration 
number-plates,  referred  to  in  section 
29  of  the  Act. 

“  The  number-plate  issued  by  the 
Superintendent  in  respect  of  a  motor- 
vehicle  other  than  a  motor-cycle  shall 
be  displayed  in  a  conspicuous  place 


on  the  back  of  the  motor-vehicle  and 
the  numbei'-plate  issued  in  respect  of 
a  motor-cycle  or  trailer  shall  be  dis¬ 
played  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the 
back  thereof.  Every  number-plate 
shall  be  so  fastened  to  the  motor- 
vehicle  or  trailer  or  motor-cycle  as  to 
prevent  the  number-plate  from  swing¬ 
ing,  and  shall  be  kept  entirely  un¬ 
obstructed  and  free  from  dirt  and  so 
that  the  number  thereon  may  be 
plainly  seen  and  read  at  all  times. 

“  For  and  in  respect  of  the  licence- 
year  commencing  on  the  1st  March, 
1948,  and  every  licence-year  subse¬ 
quent  thereto,  the  number-plates  is¬ 
sued  by  the  Superintendent  in  respect 
of  a  motor-vehicle  other  than  a  motor¬ 
cycle  shall  be  displayed  in  conspicuous 
places,  one  on  the  front  and  one  on 
the  back  of  the  motor-vehicle,  and  the 
number-plate  so  issued  in  respect  of 
a  motor-cycle  or  trailer  shall  be  dis¬ 
played  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the 
back  thereof.  Every  number-plate 
shall  be  so  fastened  to  the  motor- 
vehicle  or  trailer  as  to  prevent  the 
number-plate  from  swinging,  and 
shall  be  kept  entirely  unobstructed 
and  free  from  dirt  and  so  that  the 
number  thereon  may  be  plainly  seen 
and  read  at  all  times.” 

(2.)  By  adding  to  clause  (/)  of  Regulation 
3  the  following: — 

“  Identification  Lights. — Any  motor- 
vehicle  having  a  seating  capacity  of 
over  twelve  persons  and  being  oper¬ 
ated  as  a  common  carrier  of  passen¬ 
gers  may  be  equipped  with  three 
lamps  mounted  in  a  horizontal  row 
in  the  centre  of  the  motor-vehicle  on 
the  front  and  rear  not  less  than  seven 
feet  from  the  ground,  which  lamps 
shall  not  exceed  three  inches  in  dia¬ 
meter  and  shall  be  equipped  with 
light-bulbs  producing  light  of  not 
more  than  six  candle-power,  such 
lights  on  the  front  shall  be  an  amber 
colour  and  on  the  rear  shall  be  a  red 
colour.  In  like  manner  any  com¬ 
mercial  motor-vehicle  may  be  equip¬ 
ped  with  three  lamps  mounted  in  a 
horizontal  row  in  the  centre  of  the 
motor-vehicle  on  the  front  and  rear 
not  less  than  seven  feet  from  the 
ground,  which  lamps  shall  not  exceed 
three  inches  in  diameter  and  shall  be 
equipped  with  light-bulbs  producing 
light  of  not  more  than  six  candle- 
power,  such  lights  on  the  front  show¬ 
ing  a  green  colour  and  of  those  on  the 
rear  a  red  colour. 

“  Back-up  Lights. — A  ny  motor- 
vehicle  may  be  equipped  with  a  back¬ 
up  light  either  separately  or  in  com¬ 
bination  with  another  light;  said 
back-up  light  shall  be  so  directed  as 
to  project  a  white  or  amber  light  il¬ 
luminating  the  highway  to  the  rear 
of  the  vehicle  for  a  distance  not  to 
exceed  seventy-five  feet. 

“  No  back-up  light  shall  exceed  a 
diameter  of  six  inches  measured  across 
the  lens  or  face  thereof,  nor  shall 
any  such  light  be  lighted  on  any 
vehicle  moving  forward  or  otherwise 
except  when  such  vehicle  is  about  to 
be  or  is  backing  on  a  highway.” 

(3.)  By  striking  out  the  words  “a  hand” 
in  the  last  sentence  of  clause  (g)  of  Regula¬ 
tion  3,  and  substituting  therefor  the  word 
“  an.” 

(4.)  By  adding  to  clause  (i)  of  Regulation 
3  the  words  “  No  motor-vehicle,  the  muffler  of 
which  has  had  any  baffle-plate,  or  other  part 
for  the  suppression  of  exhaust  noises,  removed 
or  the  exhaust  outlet  opened  so  as  to  create 
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more  noise,  shall  be  operated  on  any  highway, 
nor  shall  any  device  be  attached  to  such  motor- 
vehicle  muffler  or  exhaust  system  which  will 
increase  the  noise  of  the  exhaust.” 

(5.)  By  inserting  after  the  word  “tow,”  in 
the  seventh  line  of  clause  (m)  of  Regulation 
3,  the  words  “  if  such  trailer  or  any  load 
thereon  obstructs  the  view  of  the  driver  to 
the  rear.” 

(6.)  By  striking  out  Regulation  4,  and  sub¬ 
stituting  therefor  the  following: — 

“  4.  Upon  receipt  of  the  notice  of  trans¬ 
fer  of  a  motor-vehicle  or  trailer  transmitted 
pursuant  to  section  12  of  the  Act,  and  upon 
payment  of  a  transfer  fee  of  seventy-five  cents, 
the  Superintendent  may  transfer  the  licence 
mentioned  in  the  notice  to  the  transferee  of 
the  motor-vehicle  or  trailer:  Provided  that  in 
the  case  of  the  sale  or  the  transfer  of  a  motor- 
vehicle  or  trailer  registered  and  licensed  with¬ 
out  payment  of  fees  in  respect  thereof  under 
the  provisions  of  subsection  (4)  of  section  4 
of  the  Act,  no  transfer  of  such  licence  shall  be 
made  to  any  purchaser  or  transferee  other 
than  a  municipality,  school  district,  or  person 
entitled  to  such  issuance  without  payment  of 
fees,  as  provided  in  the  said  subsection  (4)  or 
in  the  case  of  the  sale  or  the  transfer  of  a 
motor-vehicle  registered  and  licensed  under 
the  provisions  of  sections  4a,  5,  and  5a  of  the 
Act,  no  transfer  of  such  licence  shall  be  made 
to  any  purchaser  or  transferee  who  is  not 
operating  the  same  in  the  manner  set  out  on 
the  licence.  Where  a  motor-vehicle  or  trailer 
so  registered  and  licensed  is  sold  or  trans¬ 
ferred  to  any  such  other  purchaser  or  trans¬ 
feree  the  current  licence  and  number-plate  or 
number-plates  issued  in  respect  of  that  motor- 
vehicle  or  trailer  shall  be  forthwith  sur¬ 
rendered  to  the  Superintendent,  and  if  not 
so  surrendered  may  be  seized  by  any  police 
officer  or  constable  and  delivered  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent;  and  the  further  registration  and 
licensing  of  that  motor-vehicle  or  trailer  shall 
be  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  fees  payable 
in  respect  of  registration  and  licensing  of  the 
motor-vehicle  or  trailer  provided  for  in  the 
Act.  In  like  manner,  upon  the  transfer  of  a 
motor-vehicle  or  trailer  in  respect  of  which 
the  licence  was  issued  free  of  charge  or  at  a 
nominal  fee  by  virtue  of  an  Order  in  Council, 
the  number-plate  or  number-plates  issued  in 
respect  thereof  shall  be  forthwith  surrendered 
to  the  Superintendent  or  may  be  seized  and 
delivered  to  him.” 

(7.)  By  striking  out  the  words  “of  its  pro¬ 
posed  temporary  operation  under  the  permit  ” 
in  the  second  sentence  of  Regulation  9,  and 
substituting  therefor  the  words  “  the  special 
number-plate  issued  under  such  permit  is  in 
his  possession.” 

(8.)  By  striking  out  the  words  “not  ex¬ 
ceeding  fifty  dollars  ”  in  the  last  sentence  of 
Regulation  9,  and  substituting  therefor  the 
words  “  equal  to  the  annual  licence  fee  under 
the  Act  for  a  motor-vehicle  or  trailer  of  like 
weight.” 

(9.)  By  striking  out  the  second  and  third 
paragraphs  of  clause  (/>)  of  Regulation  21, 
and  substituting  therefor  the  following: — 

“  The  permittee  and  every  person 
in  charge  of  a  school  bus  shall,  upon 
the  request  of  a  Mechanical  Inspector 
or  any  officer  or  constable  of  the 
Provincial  Police  Force  or  of  the 
police  force  of  any  municipality, 
forthwith  take  the  school  bus  to  a 
place  designated  by  the  Mechanical 
Inspector,  officer,  or  constable,  and 
shall  submit  the  same  there  for  in¬ 
spection  and  testing. 

“  Where,  in  the  opinion  of  a  Me¬ 
chanical  Inspector  or  any  officer  or 
constable  of  the  Provincial  Police  or 
of  the  police  force  of  any  munici¬ 
pality,  a  school  bus  is  unfit  for  the 


carrying  of  school-children,  no  person 
shall  operate  such  school  bus  or  cause 
it  to  be  operated  on  any  highway  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  school-chil¬ 
dren  until  the  defect  causing  such 
unfitness  has  been  remedied  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Mechanical  In¬ 
spector,  officer,  or  constable.” 

(10.)  By  striking  out  clause  ( c )  of  Regula¬ 
tion  21,  and  substituting  therefor  the  follow¬ 
ing:— 

“(c.)  Every  school  bus  shall  be  constructed 
and  equipped  in  accordance  with  such 
standards  as  are  from  time  to  time 
issued  by  the  Superintendent  and  no 
person  shall  change,  reconstruct, 
materially  alter,  modify,  or  add  to  the 
body  or  seating  capacity  of  any  school 
bus  without  the  written  approval  of 
the  Superintendent.” 

(11.)  By  adding  to  clause  ( d )  of  Regula¬ 
tion  21  the  following  words:  “  Every  permittee 
shall  maintain  his  school  bus  or  school  buses 
in  proper  repair  for  safe  operation  at  all 
times  and  shall  see  that  they  are  properly 
equipped  as  required  by  the  Superintendent. 
For  such  purpose  he  shall  arrange  for  the 
inspection  of  the  same  by  a  competent  In¬ 
spector  or  mechanic  at  frequent  intervals. 
Any  defective  mechanical  or  other  condition 
shall  be  promptly  corrected  before  such  equip¬ 
ment  is  operated  for  the  transportation  of 
school-children.”

All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
cleaily  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
Biitish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a
